Thi.s w as clearly ilemon 
Rtrated by ye,sterday\s action of the house and 
the g entlem en in both p a rties who have beer 
hoping th a t the silver q uestion m ig ht be post 
I)oned until a fte r the g eneral elections, are con 
vinced th a t the issue is one w hich m ust he mei 
and dispo.sed of h yth e h o u.s e before the datf 
of the national conventions. 
The free coinag e 
m en in both p a rtie s are, of course, hig hly 
lilated 
a t 
their 
trium ph. 
The g old men 
in the dem ocratic p a rty are iilled w ith mosi 
dism al forelxidlng s of the political result if the 
dem ocratic p arty com m its itself lo the Blanc 
bill, a t w hich the anti-free coinag e republicans 
who com prise 85 per cent, of th eir full m em ber 
Bhip in the house are disposed to view the s itu­ 
ation, if not w ith satisfaction, a t le a st w ith a 
g re a t deal of complacency, as they reg ard the 
co nte st as one in which the dem ocrats in the 
end m ust be the g re a te r losers. 
T he vote in the hou.se yeste rda y indicates 
th a t the house will surely pass the Hlaiid bill— 
jio decisive and overw helm ing w as the victory 
of the advocates of free coinag e. 
I t w as a sig 
niftcant feature of the proceeding s th a t on all 
th e disp utes th a t aro.se on p a rliam entary q iies 
tion.s, the anti-free coinag e m en did m ost of th i 
talking . 
To 
one 
unfam iliar 
w ith iiolitical 
m ethods, the conclusion would have been irre 
sistible, a fter listening to the deiiim ciation ol 
S p e a k e r C risp’s ruling s, to the im passioned or 
ato ry and direful predictions of those opposed 
to the B land hill th a t the free coinag e men were 
to be sw ep t aw ay in a w hirlw ind of popular in­ 
dig nation. 
Yet, w hen the vote came, not on tho silver 
resolution alone, but auxiliary q uestions, the 
frc‘» coinag e m en cam e to the front in unbroken 
phalanx, and by a vote of over tw o to one routed 
th e ir opponents from every reiloubt behind 
which they soug ht tem p o rary refug e. 
On the 
la st and vital proposition—th a t setting a p a rt 
th re e da ys for the consideration of the Bland 
bill—the free coinag e m en won by the over­ 
w helm ing vote* of » ' yeas to 84 nays. 
N otw ith standing the e a rne st efforts of Col. 
Ik e Hill, the whippi*r-in of the dem ocrats, to 
secure a larg e atte nda nc e of tho dem ocratic 
m em b ers to vote upon the resolution se tting 
a p a r t three days for the consideration of the 
silver bill, when the sp e a k e r called thehou.se to 
o rder a t noon ho was confronted w ith a larg o 
a rra y of em pty seats. 
Col. Hill, however, was 
contldent th a t it would be m any m inuti's before 
th e house would be tilled w ith the advocates of 
silver and th eir opponents, and sta te d th a t the 
absenti'es xvould be about eq ually divideii be­ 
tw een the two sides of the q uestion.

In advocacy of his appeal, he said th a t it 
would he an unfo rtunate precedent to m ak e the 
com m ittee 011 rules consisting practically of 
th ree m em bers, who could come iato the house 
and force upon the :iOh odd im unhers the con­ 
sideration of any resolution they m ig ht desire 
to call up. 
You oug ht to proceed w ith g reat 
caution. 
Mr. T racy, of New York, and his colleag ue, 
Mr. F itch , of Ni'w York, vig orously pro tested 
a g a inst the ruling of the speaker, w hich w as 
defended by Mr. Bland, of M issouri, and a very 
w arm colloq uy ensued betw een Mr. T racy and 
tk e sp ea k e r as to the rig h t of the form er g en- 
g entlcm an to tlu* floor. 
A w arm controversy 
aro se a fte r the conclusion of Mr. B land’s re ­ 
m arks. In these re m a rk s he alluded to a con- 
ver.sation he had w ith Cockran, of New York, 
and Andrew', of M assachusetts, in which those 
g entlem en had s la te d th a t if the consideration 
of the re.solulion were postponed until to-day 
th e re would be no illihustering on the p a r t of 
th e anti-silver men, and he charg ed those anti- 
silver m en w ith had faith.
